introduce a bill providing for a two 
cent tax on gasoline to be used for 
local highway construction. 


Funds raised 
by ' the 
proposal 


will go to the localities instead of 
being, used to construct, and main- 
tain _the ts'ate trunk highway sys 
tern it was announced today. 


The gasoline tax will be recom- 


mended fr passage in conjunction 
with the genera! highway bill call- 
ins: for a 
graduated 
license fee 


based upon weight. This measure 
will raise 88,000,000 for construc- 
tion and maintenance of a. 10,000 
mile state trunk highway system. 


It is estimated that 
$2,500,000 


will be rais-ed annually from a gas- 
oline tax. 


The league of municipalities and 


the legislative committee of 
the 


county boards association have both 
urged ;he legislature to enact a tax 
on gasoline as an equitable means 
of raising funds for highway pur- 
poses.

• This determination of 'A-tty. Gen- 
eral Ekern refutes an opinion writ- 
ten in 1021 by Atty. Gen. Morgan, 
who held at that time that a till 
authorizing cities 
to market food 


"would1 go far 
beyond what even 


the most liberal courts have per- 
mitted in the way of governmental 
entry 
into 
competitive business 


that its 
constitutionality is ex- 


tremely doubtful." 


Sustaining his stand which opens 


the way to municipal entry into the 
business 
of 'buying and ' selling 


food, the attorney general pointed 
out that since 1921,. Minnesota and 
Nebraska courts have 
upheld mu- 


nicipal marketing of "coal, and that 
North Dakota's action empowering 
the state to market farm products 
has been sustained by the Supreme 
court of the United States as not 
violating the 
fourteenth amend- 


ment. This amendment forbids tax- 
ation except for public purpose. 


In his opinion the attorney gen- 


eral recites that the constitutional 
issue involved is 
whether appro- 


priations for municipal markets are 
for a public purpose. 


"The 
answer 
upon this 
point 


cannot be categorical," the opinion 
holds, "Your letter does not set out> 
that there is- substantial'evidence 
before the 
legislature predicating 


the public necessity for and. bene- 
fits t(>--be . derived -from municipal 
markets. The 
only • opini.Wif"'th'en;~ 


that can be rendered 
udder these 


circumstances -is 
that there is 


nothing inherent in the purpose of 
this .taxation which 
makes it un- 


constitutional; that, on the con- 
trary, the courts 
will maintain, a 


statute, _which empowers cities to 
appropriates money for" .the opera- 
tion of .-municipal 
markets, unless 


the legislature's 
determination of 


the public use to be subserved by 
such an enterprise was 'clearly un- 
founded.' " 


"Public purpose is an ephemeral 


thing which may expand or shrink 
with succeeding years and changing 
circumstances. To say that what 
the government has done it may 
continue to do and what it has not 
done it may not do is to ascribe to 
our law a fatal immutability. The 
fourteenth amendment 'did not fix 
a date 
line at 
which civilization 


should be considered as stratified 
and embodied 
in a dead layer.'" 


"The legislative determination of 


public purpose is- entitled ,to re- 
spect and nothing short of a" moral 
certainty that a mistake has .been 
made can warrant 
a court in re- 


versing the 
legislature's decision 


upon the issue of public purpose." 


The Bright or wrong, of the policy 


involved in authorizing city mar- 
kets is for the" legislature, not the 
courts to decide, according to the 
opinion. Municipal marketing may 
be poor policy, 
miserable,- errone- 


ous, or it may !be wise 'and expedi- 
ent but with the 
wisdom of such 


legislation and

gallon for gasoline," is the prospect

companies. If a few great oil com- 
panies are permitted to "manipu-

The result of a three months' in- 


quiry into conditions in the indus- 
try the report declared, the Stan- 
dard comganies in violation of the 
1911 dissolution decree of the su- 
preme court, exercise their alleged 
control in such a manner as to -lix 
"the price whicff the. producer of 
crude oil receives. at the well, thu 
price which the refiner receives for 
his gasoline and kerosene as well 
as the retail price to the consumer." 


Asserting that-the "more subtle" 


methods of such control placed the 
industry and the public even "mora 
completely at the

Standard Oil interests" than beforo 
the supreme court decree dissolv- 
ing the Standard Oil Co. of New 
Jersey and its subsidiaries, the re- 
port declared that "with slight ex- 
ceptions" there was still a total 
avoidance of competition among the 
Standard companies.

Failure to Respond 


•T'llE distinguishing feature of this Congress

the little towns on the Missouri River twenty 
years ago there was a notorious town "bum"

•which is now in its dying days may well go 
down into history as the "Don't-give-a 
Congress." There is this 7nuch to be said, how- 
ever, in favor of Jones; he at least had the cour- 
oge to say what he thought about public opin- 
ion right out in the open where everybody could 
hear, while this menagerie of lame ducks and 
Betting roosters whispers its real opinions in the 
cloak rooms and then proclaims undying loyalty 
to tie-cause of the plain people on the floor and 
on the stump. 


Putting aside the earnest and conscientious 


members of Congress, all of whom were without 
•xception ree'.eeted in November, the balance of 
this Congress can be classed -s lame ducks and 
Betting roosters. Everybody knows what "lame 
ducks" are, but maybe "netting roosters" re- 
quires a little explanation. The chief occupa- 
tion of this Congress has been trying to hatch 
out whatever the Administration had chosen to 
put under it. Whether it is wooden nutmegs, 
Bnake eggs, or dynamite bombs, these old birds 
ack no questions but settle down on their com- 
mittee nests and try to keep the eggs warm. 
The only way we know they are roosters is that 
they crow so loud whenever anything is hatched 
out.

HE new year begins with hopeful aus- 
pices for Cuba. Stability is being reached 
in government 
finance and the conse- 


quences of the recent depression are being 
overcome in the business world. 


Many of the sugar companies which have, 


been operated for two seasons under financial 
supervision will probably be able to take 
charge of their own destinies this 
season. 


There iz a good prospect that Cuba will receive 
a satisfactory return for its immense contri- 
bution to the world's food supply, says tho 
Commerce Monthly. 


Under the Spanish administration the max- 


imum sugar pro.iix;tion in Cuba was 1,000,000 
gross tons. Before the World War it had risen 
to 2,500,000, tons and the record crop of 1921- 
22 was just under -1,000,000 tons. Tho world 
crop, including cane and beet sugar, Is close 
to 18,000,000 tons. Cuba's production is ac- 
cordingly nearly one-fourth of the world's total 
output of sugar,! 


Refined sugar; is only a minor product in 


Cuba, as the bulk of the output is exported in. 
the raw state for refining. Tho molasses resi- 
due from sugar making is a source of indus- 
trial alcohol, and efforts are being made to in- 
crease its use in the island as a motor fuel. 
A large quantity of rani is produced in con- 
nection wif.h the sugar industry. In 1919 this 
amounted to 11,000,000 gallons, and in the same 
year about 0,000,00 gallons o£ alcohol were" 
made. 


Big Tobacco Industry • 


rpHE tobacco industry which has given Cuba 
1 a world wide reputation is small in com- 
parison with the sugar industry. The acreage 
used for tobacco is about one-tdnth as great 
as that given to sugar. 


The peculiar quality of the best Cuban to- 


bacco is due to a special sandy soil in a small 
district in the..northwest of the island. 
Coffee 


and cacao are grown in tho mountain district, 
but production is not large and- the domestic 
coffee is insufficient for the local market. 


Bananas, pineapples and citrus fraits are 


successfully produced, and near Havana truck 
gardening has proved profitable. 
Stock rais- 


ing could be greatly extended, as Cuba has ex- 
cellent pasture lands. 


Have Few Factories 


M 


ANUFACTURING industries in Cuba are 
small in proportion to the wealth of the 


country. In 1920 three hundred fourteen com- 
panies with authorized capital totaling !>230,- 
000,000 were entered in the Mercantile Regis- 
ter. 


The Cuban tobacco companies find it profit- 


able to export a larger proportion of leaf to- 
bacco thar formerly, using much of it in their 
branch factories in Key West in order to avoid 
the payment of higher American duties on 
manufactured 
tobacco. 
Seventy-four 
firms 


were reported in 1920 as occupied in the pro- 
duction of alcohol and alcoholic beverages. 


A few important plants are devote'd to the 


manufacture of shoes, underwear, furniture, 
etc., and there are foundries, machine shops, 
automobile plants, soap and perfume factories, 
as well as stone and marble works and cement 
plants. 


The mineral resources of Cuba are an im- 


portant source of wealth, notably the iron and 
copper mines. 
The area included in mineral 


developments in 1920 was 900,000 acres, and in 
that year 674,000 tons of iron ore and 61,000 
tons of copper ore were exported. 
Iron ore 


deposits are not only extensive in quantity but 
of very high grade. Other mineral resources 
include petroleum, asphalt, coal and stone and 
marble quarries. 


Big Foreign Trade 


A 


S Cuba exports most of what it produces 
and imports machinery, other manufac- 


tured goods and a considerable share of the 
food and clothir.g required to provide for a 
population of nearly 3,000,000, foreign trade 
reaches large figures. 


Exports valued at nearly $800,000,000 .and 


imports of $557,000,000 in 1920 hold the record 
for any year. Per capita foreign trade on 
this basis amounted to more than $450, which 


, is higher than that of any other country. 


There is normally a heavy excess of exports 


over imports; in only five years since the liber- 
ation has there been, an unfavorable balance. 


Failure to market tho entire sugar crop of 


1921' reduced Cuba's exports seriously in that 
year, but imports did not decline in propor- 
tion. Disposal of the old snrplus of sugar in 
1922, together with an almost clean sweep of 
the current crop at unhoped for prices, will no 
doubt restore the favorable balance for tho 
past year.

Farmer Needs Market For Surplus 
Agricultural Bill Will Not Bring- Relief Desired; Real Bill to 


Help Fanner'Defeated

Senator George W. Norris, Nebraska, 


. delivered a five minute speech in the sen- 
ate on February 2nd on the pending agri- 
cultural bill. La Follette's is reprinting 


his address as a valuable analysis'of this 
situation.—Editor's Note. 
W 


E ARE NOW about 
to pass the 


pending (Lenroot) bill. I am going 
to vote for it. As I have said from 


the very beginning, I have favored the bill; 
but I have always said that I' believed what 
was expected from it was very much ex- 
aggerated and that, in my judgment,, it 
would not accomplish very great or material 
good for the American farmer. Personally 
I have not put anything in the way of the 
prompt consideration and passage of the 
bill; but I desire to say-that fundamentally 
we can • loan, money to men until, by reason 
of the, very fact that they are able to borrow 
and we are able to loan, we will ruin them. 


While, rural credits, short-time credits and 


intermediate credits are important-T-I real- 
ize it; I do not want to say anything detri- 
mental to them—the great_burden that.is on 
the farmer today is that he,is not able.to pay 
from the. product ;of his toil, the debt that 
he already owes. If congress would devote 
its time to an effort to seek out a market 
for the surplus products of America or to 
do away with the" middlemen, who live on 
the profits that they make .from .the time 
that the farmer's produce is .-put on the' 
market until the consumer has to pay an ex^ 
orbitant price for it, .we should do more 
good for the producer; and more good for 
the Consumer than in any other way. 
^L " ' 


The middlemen who reap ,ail of their prof- 


its, upon the food products as they, travel 
in their natural course from production to 
consumption are the people who are to 
blame to a vecy great extent for the high 
price the consumer pays and for the low 
price the producer receives.-. 


This bill will not furnish a real remedy 


for the situation. If .we'would extend credit 
to a man who is already badly in debt and 
at the same time give some reasonable as- 
surance that when his new note matures 
he would have a better, market, and thus 
save money by the operation, we would be 
doing him a favor. This bill does no such 
thing. We are not doing a kind act by ex- 
tending credit, by 
making a 
man 
give 


another mortgage and another note and pay 
increased interest, if we are not able to as- 
sure him that upon the maturity of. that note 
and that mortgage he will be able to get a 
sufficient price for'his product to bring him 
a profit through the operation. 


I am just'as anxious, Mr. President,-'to 


.do something for the consumer as I am for 
the producer..! think the bill which the Ag^ 
ricultural committee reported to the senate',- 


"' which was- killed a -week or two ago, was'lhe 


one step that went further than any other 
in the ..direction of' bringing relief, not .cirily 
to the producer but to the consumer. 1 jam 
not criticising the. senate for taking th'e\c- 
tipn which it' did,; although I think it.vias" 
wrong.
